The affairs of 
the Institution are controlled bj a Board of eight Administrators of whom the 
Governm bv rirttitc ujfifii, Vii'sUU'nt, though the ?lce-Presiden1 elected bj the 
Board from among themselves, generally presides, Tin- bouse-eurgeon has al-
